LAND” 


Some of the land is less 
than five feet above sea level. 
The maximum recorded tide 
level, on December 1, 1934, 
is 6.7 feet above sea level. 
Therefore, a similar tide 
could mean that the area 
could be inundated with sea 
water to a depth of approxi- 
mately nine inches and some 
spots could be inundated to 
a depth of more than 24 
inches. 

High tides result trom a 
low pressure centred in Bass 
| Strait and under these con- 
ditions heavy ‘rains are also 
likely. 


T¢é is not hard to imagine 
how if each lot was directly 
connected to the sea by a 
separate drain, the sea, dur- 
ing periods of high tide, would 
flow back up the drains to 
the level reached by the tide 
—for example, to approxi- 
mately five feet above sea 
level once per annum and io 
approximately 425 féet 12 
times per year. If there is 
rain during these periods, 
which is likely, only that 
ground which is above these 
levels can possibly be drained. 

It is, therefore, apparent 
that this low lying area is 
likely to be water-logged, es- 
pecially after high tides.

Drainage 
within the isolated area could 
be led to a localised point 
from where it could be 
pumped into the sea, This 
would be expensive and would 
involve property owners in 
perpetual pumping costs. 


Nevertheless, Mr. Simmons 
recommended that easement 
drains be constructed at the 
rear of properties within the 
area bounded by Civic Pde., 
the railway line and Wattle 
Gve. Preliminary estimate of 
the cost payable by property 
owners would be approxi- 
mately £50 per lot. He also 
suggested advising the prop- 
erty owners of land lower 
than seven feet above sea 
level that their properties are 
likely to be effected when 
exceptionally high tides oc- 
eur. Council adopted these 
recommendations.

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EDITORIAL | 
LITTER 


Newcomers to Altona find much to 
impress in the residential sections. Attrac- 
tive.houses, set in orderly streets with neat 
gardens and well mown nature strips are the. 
rule. In general, there is not much litter 
to be seen, but in certain areas there is a 
definite need for improvement. 

In this year much will be heard of an 
Anti-Litter Campaign. In Altona as else- 
where this has three aspects. First, the pro- 
vision and maintenance of suitable and ac- 
cessable rubbish bins. Here our council 
appears to have done all that is required. 
They are plentiful and strategically placed. 
Second, a process of education to ensure 
that people ‘deposit rubbish in the bins. 
Our schools are co-operating in this, they 
can be the: means for. forming life long 
habits of tidiness—but they need also the 
full support of parents. With older people 
the task is not easy. Most adults we believe 
will not consciously offend—but how many 
will carry the ice cream paper or the orange 
peel to the nearest ribbish bin. Third, the 
distasteful job of disposing of foreign or 
wind blown litter. 

Altona has a particular problem with 
such rubbish. The flat areas and the north- 
south highways are but two contributing 
factors. 

Householders, it is pleasing to see, 
are coping with such deposits. Various 
vacant allotments receive and retain much 
paper as do also jlarge areas of " school 
grounds and reserves which require constant 
cleaning. 

A particularly bad aspect is the hai 
way line in Railway Street. Here deposited 
or wind blown refuse is retained in the long 
grass. It is not an attractive sight for the 
users of Railway Street or the occupants of 
adjacent residences. This is a_ difficult 
problem. Consideration could be given to 
poisoning the grass, which acts as a paper 
trap.

What happens to the saved time 


Nobody has been able to provide a satisfactory 
answer to the question: “What does the excessive 
speed driver do with the time he saves?,” but tests 
have shown that the time is not worth the risk. 


Tf a car is driven at 65 
mph on the open road where 
the posted speed limit is 60, 
four minutes will be saved 
on a 50 mile trip. One-fif- 
teenth part of an hour! 

Drive at 35 mph where 
the safe speed would be 30 
mph and in one mile the 
time saved is no more than 
17 seconds. 


However hectic life may 
be, nebody would notice re- 
ducing a meal hour by one 
minute; sleeping time by 
five minutes; the time spent 
under a shower by 30 sec- 
onds. 

Yet such adjustments in 
even the most hectic schedule 

would eliminate the risks of 
excessive Speed—Australia’s 
foremost road accident killer. 

Dangerous driving. is “not 
the calculated action of an 
intelligent person. It is a 

silly attitude of mind develo- 
ped by people who have never 
learned how to organise their 
minutes safely and efficiently. 


Following too closely, pass- 
ing without waiting until all 
visk is absent, weaving, cheat- 
ing on traffic signs, beating 
the change in traffic lights by 
a fraction and you save frac- 
tions of a second.
